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ORDER

On July 2, 2015, the Commission issued an Order establishing a procedural
schedule for the orderly disposition of this matter. On July 15, 2015, Louisville Gas &
Electric Company and Kentucky Utilities Company (collectively the “Companies”)
tendered a motion to amend the existing procedural schedule in this matter and to
schedule an informal conference during the week of July 27, 2015. The Companies
propose to delay the remaining steps in the procedural schedule by one week,
beginning with the current July 30, 2015 deadline for filing testimony. The Companies
assert that the delay will allow for an informal conference to be held for the purpose of
discussing the simplification or clarification of the issues in this matter. The Companies
also state that their motion is not opposed by any of the parties to this proceeding.

The Commission finds that the Companies have demonstrated good cause to
amend the procedural schedule set forth in the Commission’s July 2, 2015 Order. The
Commission further finds that the Companies’ motion for an informal conference should

be granted.



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The procedural schedule set forth in the Appendix to this Order shall be

followed.

2. An informal conference shall be held on Wednesday, July 29, 2015, at
10:00 a.m. Eastern Daylight Time, at the Commission’s offices at 211 Sower Boulevard,
Frankfort, Kentucky, for the purpose of discussing the issues in this case.

3. All provisions of the Commission’s July 2, 2015 Order not in conflict with

this Order shall remain in full force and effect.
